The popular Michigan-based, 
“Look and Hook” Television Pro- 
gram on the Outdoor Channel sub- 
scribes to a technique I’ve 
employed for years. That is to visu- 
ally find fish underwater before an- 
gling for them. I thoroughly enjoy 
snorkeling Michigan rivers, lakes, 
and ponds and have caught some of 
my biggest fish after discovering 
their secret lairs from underneath 
the water. The endeavor uses the 
diver as a sort of up-close and per- 
sonal fish finder—much more pre- 
cise than trying to read curvy blips 
onaLCD screen and much more 
fun than sending down an under- 
water camera from a boat. What 
you learn about fish behavior and 
habitat preference will pay divi- 
dends on future trips as well. 

My passion for diving has also 
evolved into a love of free-dive, 
spear fishing in Michigan water- 
ways. I ply this unusual activity 
with either of my two spear guns-a 
24-inch JBL mini-carbine and a 
heftier 45-inch wood JBL 38-Spe- 
cial. The mini-carbine is more eas- 
ily carried and maneuvered in the 
water but after having arrows liter- 
ally bounce off of big carp and 
suckers I knew it was time to, 
“break out the big guns” and pur- 
chased the 38-Special (new on E- 
Bay for ~$180-$200). You can shoot 
only 14 species legally in Michigan. 
I target those that are good to eat 
fried, baked, or smoked including 
whitefish, catfish, burbot, and suck- 
ers. I have managed to set two free- 
dive spear fishing World Records 
for a 10+ pound channel catfish and 
5+ pound northern redhorse

archaeology sites in the world. 
Visit the NOAA’s Thunder Bay Na- 
tional Marine Sanctuary and Great 
Lakes Maritime Heritage Center in 
Alpena for more information on 
how to access these wrecks (thun- 
derbay.noaa.gov). Private boats can 
be chartered for this purpose at any 
of the three dive shops in Alpena 
including Great Lakes Divers (989- 
916-9990). The sanctuary is open to 
all divers and they have 30 easily 
accessed wreck sites marked with 
various colored mooring buoys. 
The wrecks can also be accessed 
using GPS and the Sanctuary pro- 
vides these coordinates on the web- 


ish-Eye View 


Another underwater activity 
that can pay huge dividends is 
rock-hunting. Some of the biggest 
and best examples of Petoskey 
stones, Agates, Puddingstones, and 
fossils that I’ve discovered have 
been while snorkeling or SCUBA 
diving in Lakes Michigan, Huron, 
and Superior. 

Underwater fish finding, 
spear fishing, photography, wreck 
diving, and rock hunting are fasci- 
nating, fun, and fitness-oriented 


pastimes. Don’t worry if you are 


sucker. I’m proud that these records 
were set in the Great Lakes State! 
When I’m not scoping out fish- 
ing spots or hunting with my spear 
gun I thoroughly enjoy photograph- 
ing fish and other wildlife under- 
water. In our area just look for 
relatively shallow areas of clear 
lakes like Walloon, Crooked, 
Wycamp, and Charlevoix or 
streams like the Sturgeon, Jordan, 
Black, and Au Sable (the syrup 
color of the Maple River make it a 
bit tougher in terms of visibility). 
Lakes Michigan and Huron are also 
frequent haunts for my underwater 
photography. I use my GoPro 
Hero3+ in a waterproof housing for 
this purpose. The little camera 
takes amazingly clear, wide angle 
still photos and videos and has re- 
cently been upgraded with the 
Hero4. I attach it to a wooden dowel 
to get closer to my subjects without 


spooking them. It’s interesting, 
however, how many fish will come 
right up to your mask and observe 
you as much as youw’re observing 
them! 

Fans of Gordon Lightfoot’s 
haunting song, The Wreck of the 
Edmund Fitzgerald, often associate 
Michigan ship wrecks exclusively 


with Lake Superior. But it’s Supe- 
rior’s little sister, Lake Huron, that 
boasts the greatest concentration of 
wrecks. They rest not too far from 
Petoskey in Thunder Bay off the 
coast of Alpena. Here, divers can 
explore more than 200 shipwrecks 
that form one of the most concen- 
trated and best preserved maritime

not a certified SCUBA diver be- 
cause all of these endeavors can be 
enjoyed while snorkeling only. An- 
other advantage to getting under- 
water is how refreshing it is to 
frolic with the fishes on those swel- 
tering and sticky summer days. 
Wherever and whenever you try 
this activity, you’ll be sure to bene- 
fit from your “fish-eye view!”

The Natural Resources Commis- 
sion recently approved new baitfish 
regulations that affect personally 
caught bait in Michigan waters. Any 
personally caught bait now must be 
used within the same body of water, 
or connecting bodies of water, where 
it was captured. 

What that means for anglers is that 
bait can be caught within a tributary 
of a lake and used within the lake 
that is connected to the tributary. This 
principle also applies to chains of 
lakes that are void of barriers. How- 
ever, if a man-made dam exists ona 
tributary that prevents free move- 
ment of baitfish between the lake and 


With the warmer weather, Michi- 
gan residents and visitors are gearing 
up for summer recreation in the out- 
of-doors, including the popular pas- 
time of boating. National Safe 
Boating Week was held this week, 
May 21-27, in an effort to remind peo- 
ple to follow some boating safety tips. 

Department of Natural Resources 
conservation officers encourage 
Michigan residents and visitors to: 

Wear a life jacket. More than 80 per- 
cent of drowning accidents in the 
United States are due to people not 
wearing their life jackets. In Michi- 
gan, anyone under the age of 6 must 
wear a life jacket when on the open 
deck of any vessel, but wearing a per- 
sonal flotation device is recom- 
mended for everyone. 

Avoid drinking alcohol. Nearly half 
of all boating accidents involve alco- 
hol. Studies show that passengers are 
10 times more likely to fall overboard

other connected waters, baitfish may 
not be moved or used within those 
non-connected waters. 

For example, if bait is captured ina 
small stream that is connected to a 
lake or network of other rivers and 
lakes, it can be used in any of those 
bodies of water. The general rule of 
thumb is if the baitfish can swim 
freely from the capture location to the 
location of use, the angler is in com- 
pliance. 

The DNR has heard from anglers 
across the state who are concerned 
with this regulation. Fisheries Order 
245 was put in place in 2007 to protect 
Michigan’s waters from the move-

when they have consumed alcohol. 

Make sure the boat is properly 
equipped and equipment is in good 
working order. In addition to all 
legally required equipment, such as 
life jackets and fire extinguishers, al- 
ways carry a first-aid kit, nautical 
charts and an anchor. Make sure navi- 
gation lights are working properly. 

File a float plan. Always let a family 
member or friend on shore know the 
“who, what, when and where” of your 
trip. Let them know when you are ex- 
pected to be back. Give them phone 
numbers for the local emergency dis- 
patch center and U.S. Coast Guard in 
the event you don't return when ex- 
pected. 

Maintain a sharp lookout. Stay 
alert for other boats, swimmers, 
skiers and objects in the water. This is 
especially true when operating in 
crowded waterways, at night and dur- 
ing conditions of restricted visibility. 


ment of fish diseases and aquatic in- 
vasive species. Viral hemorrhagic 
septicemia is one of many diseases 
that can be moved from one body of 
water to another through the move- 
ment of baitfish. To protect the state’s 
fisheries from this threat, the DNR re- 
quires commercial baitfish catchers 
to test their baitfish for diseases prior 
to sale. 

Further, aquatic invasive species 
significantly affect Michigan’s fish- 
eries and there are many invasive 
species that easily can be introduced 
to new waters through baitfish collec- 
tion. Species like rusty crayfish and 
round goby have been spread by an-

Be prepared to call for help in case 
you are involved in an accident, your 
boat becomes disabled or you other- 
wise need assistance.

glers collecting their own bait for use 
in a different location. 

“The ecological and economic im- 
pact of diseases and aquatic invasive 
species is very significant in Michi- 
gan and across the Great Lakes Re- 
gion," said Todd Grischke, assistant 
chief of the DNR Fisheries Division. 
"These updated regulations provide 
our fisheries with further protec- 
tion.”

"We also recommend a boating 
safety course for anyone who plans on 
taking to the water in a boat or ona 
personal watercraft," said Sgt. Al 
Bavarskas, marine specialist with the 
DNR Law Enforcement Division's 
recreational safety and education pro- 
grams. "Boating safety classes are of- 
fered at different locations around the 
state and online, making it conven- 
ient and affordable."

3) Home Maintenance—You may be able 
to qualify for an age of wiring discount 
w depending on how old your wiring is.
